TORNADO TEARS INTO KANSAS.

Moving Inciddénts by Flood and 
Field—A Rescuing Party Lost. 


Widening of the Crevasses—Con- 
dition of the Levee Systems,

GUTHRIE (O. T.,) April 28.—For 
miles, tonight, the Canadian Valley is 
a dreary waste and her people are over- 
cast with gloom. At sunrise this morn- 
ing a mighty wall of water, from six 
to eight feet high and a mile wide, 
without 
warning, crushing horses, sweeping 
away property and drowning people by 
the score. Every, movable thing was 
swept before. the wave, which ‘passed 
on into the valley with resistless force, 
wreaking terrible destruction ‘to life 
and property wherever it reached. | 

Dozens of human lives are known to 
have been sacrificed, how many may 
not be known for weeks; hundreds of 
houses were wrecked in the twinkling 
of an eye; for miles farms were com- 
pletely ruined, bridges and tracks were 
washed out, and railway traffic in 
every direction is left at a standstill. 
The most complete chaos has prevailed 
all day. The efforts of rescuing parties 
have in many cases proved in vain. 
Many people floated down stream be- 


‘fore they could be reached, and their 


fate is unknown. Others will pass the 
night in trees in midstream or perched 
on house tops. It is imposible to 
estimate the dead. The property loss 
is placed at something near $1,000,000. 
Fully two-thirds of the victims were 
colored people. | 

Business has been Suspended all day 
in Guthrie, the stores and banks being 
closed. As thorough organization for 
relief as is posible has been made, but 
all aid has been necessarily retarded 
by the confused condition of things. It 
will be impossible to explore the houses 
until the water shall subside, as many 
of them are submerged. As darkness 
gathered over the scene, many over- 
turned houses could be seen far out 
in the ‘flood, but it could not be 
learned whether their occupants 
escaped. The river is thirty feet above 
its ordinary level. 

A heavy rain began falling this af-: 
ternoon. A threatening bank of clouds 
came up from the northwest, and many 
persons fled to their tornado cellars, 
fearing that another wind disaster was 
upon them. Luckily, however, the 
damage was slight. The flood is, sup- 
posed to have been caused by a cloud- 
burst, supplemented by heavy rains. 

The Cottonwood River, ordinarily a 
small stream that winds between steep 
banks in West Guthrie, was bank-full 
from a heavy rain yesterday and last 
night, but no alarm had been felt, as 
the river had been rising gradually 
during the night. About 6 o’clock, how- 
ever, waters from a cloudburst above 
had added to those already nearly up 
to the level of the high banks, and the 
flood was sweeping through West 
Guthrie, a section populated mostly by 
colored people. Persons who saw the 
first wall of water said that it was 
about eighteen inches high, spreadin 
entirely across the valley. There a 
no water in front of it, save that in th 
river’s channel. 
~The first wave was followed by others 
in quick succesion until the whole 
swelled to a bank of water from six to 
eight feet high. Many had already 
begun carrying their household goods 
to places of safety, but few had made 
more than one trip when they were 
forced to flee for their lives before a 
raging, resistless torrent that no power 
of man could hope to stay. 

The main supply pipe of the water- 
works system burst where it crossed [ 
the Cottonwood, in the southern part 
of the city, and all the water in the 
reservoirs poured into the river, 

In the southern part of the city a 
long arm of land is formed by the 
winding of the river. On this land lived 
hundreds of negroes. During the night 
the bridge leading across the river to 
the main section had been swept away, 
The people were absorbed in watching 
the rising waters when the flood, from 


and cut across the arm of land near 
the mainland, cutting off the people 
from escape. They fled from their 
homes to the higher portions of the 
newly-formed island. In half an hour 
the mountain of water had done its 
work and practically spent itself. The 
air- became hideous with the crashing 
of houses and the cries for help of the 
unfortunates. When the first shock of 
the disaster was over the more 
fortunate on the island immediately be- 
gun to help those nearest them, while 
across in Guthrie proper prompt steps 
were taken at rescue. 

The houses, barns and other effects 
began to drift down stream, each 
freighted with one or more“Kuman be- 
ing, boats or rafts shot out here and 
there from the shore, and desperate ef- 
forts were made to rescue the people. 
Improvised rafts were quickly thrown 
together and started out into the mad 
Stream., Before many: of them had 
been propelled a couple of yards from 
shore they were Awisted and broken 
‘by the waters, amd the would-be res- 
cuers thrown into the stream. Half a 
dozen rescuers were drowned even. be- 
fore those they had tried to save had 
been reached. Gus Platt, business 
manager of the Guthrie Leader, and 
George Willis, a merchant tailor, swam 
the river at the risk of their lives, and 
secured a boat, by which a number of 
persons were saved. 

A negro woman ‘with a babe in her 
] arms, desperately tried to steady her- 
self in a treetop, calling the while for 
help. She grew weaker, and the babe 
Slipped into the water and was 
drowned. She was finally rescued, and 
said her family of six had succumbed. 

A woman, wading from home with 
her babe on her head, was seen to go 
under, and a man swimming the chan- 
nel to reach four women and a baby in 
a tree was carried down stream. Two, 
wpmen and a child were carried away 
on a bridge, further down-stream, and 
one man and two .Women, in plain 
sight of shore, were on a house roof 
when it went to pieces. They all per- 
ished. 

An old negro woman was seen riding 
a house-top. The building .soon turned 
over and she was drowned. Three men, 
Walter Olds, Van Dusen and Eugene 


a tree. Their raft struck an overhang- 
ing. tree and they barely saved them- 
selves by clambering into another tree. 
They were finally rescued on a rope 
sent to them by means of a shotgun 
and cord. Two men secured a small 
stern-wheel pleasure boat and started 
to the rescue of half a dozen men and 
women, Jodged in a tree. The persons 
were rescued amid the cheers of the 
spectators. The cable holding the craft 
finally broke and it was caprieq down 
stream, but ultim&tely landed: ‘Rafely.. 
Adjt.-Gen. Jameson of thé’ Terrt- 
torial militia, narrowly escaped with 
his famNy. He was forced to wade 


the buggy. John Metz, aged 55, was 
capsized while trying to save a woman 
who sank before he reached her. . Metz 
himself was barely rescued. 

George Owens, Attorney Teague, Ray 
and Dick Pearson were frecipitated 
into the water while trying to save 
some people, and Owens was drcwned. 
The wife and five children of Westey 
McGill (colored) were @rowned in their 
home. Gus Platt and George Willis 
swam through the main chanrel, cut 
a boat from its morings, saving seven 
people and making a landing miles be- 
low the city. Tonight forty or fifty 
people could be seen clinging to trees 
and roofs of buildings, but could not be

It’ is 
impossible to get any definite news 
from the hundreds of rescued penple on 
the bluffs west of the city, and these 
who escaped are rushing» frantically 
about in search »f°missing ones. The 
river is going down rapidly tonight. it 
is impossible to even approximately €s- 
timate the loss of life. 

When darkness settled over the city 
tonight the wildest stories were afloat. 
Many were claiming that all of fifty 
lives had been lost, and not infre- 
quently men were heard claiming that 
fully 200 had perished. Those wilder es- 
timates are unquestionably exagger- 
ated, but the exaggeration is not to be 
wondered at if the frightful incidents 
of the disaster are but considered. 
Lives were lost in the flood in every 
direction in plain view of the few who 
were heroically carrying on the work of 
rescue and of the many who stood 
helpless at the edge of the raging wa- 
ters. 

Men, women and children struggled 
in the torrent sidé by side with horses, 
cattle and swine, one perishing here, 
another there and in other places sev- 
eral disappearing together beneath the 
flood. At dark tonight, but two bodies 
have been recovered.

AT EL RENO, 


The Town Escapes a Tornado but 
is Nearly Washed Away. 

EL RENO (O. T.,) April 28.—For the 
first time since the white man settled 
in the Canadian Valley, twenty-nine 
years ago, this morning’s sun sent its 
rays over an Oklahoma sea. For ten 
years the dust-parched people had 
looked aloft with discouragement and 
prayed for rain to save their crops or 
quench their thirst, as the case might 
-be. The flood of water that finally 


homes and farms out of existence, and 
in many instances swept away human 
lives, proved an answer to their sup- 
Plications that almost amounted to 
punishment. The final storm and flood 
came as a St' ec climac o a week of 
unusually heavy rains and damaging 
floods. 

The dry spell was broken Saturday 
when a fierce storm that turned the 
Streets into torrents, washed away 
crossings, tore out sewers and moved 
small buildings, broke upon the town. 
It washed the earth clean. Saturday 
at midnight the people were frightened 
nearly to distraction when a hurricane 
blowing forty-six miles an hour drove 
blinding sheets of water through the 
roofs of their poorly-built or badly- 
damaged houses. They were driven in 
terror to their storm cellars and caves 
and spent the night in momentary ex- 
pectation of being borne away by storm 
or flood.

A PLEA FOR ORDER. 

ATHENS, April 22.—The opposition 
Deputies have issued the following ad- 
dress: 

“Fellow-eitizens: In the critical pe- 
riod through which the country is pass- 
ing the summoning of the chamber is 
necessary; it to be its duty to address 
to all citizens a recommendation and 
request to do all in their power to con- 
tribute to the mgintenance of order, 
which is indispensable not only for the 
safety of all, but because it constitutes 
an indispensible element for the safe- 
guard of the honor and reputation of 
the nation. Let us not forget that the 
enemy is treading the soil of our coun- 
try and that our army is confronting 
it. At such a moment anyone attempt- 
ing to disturb order would be an ally 
‘to Turkey.” 

This address is signed by all opposi- 
tion Deputies in Athens. Special trains 
have been placed at the disposal of pro- 
vincial Deputies in order to enable 
them to arrive in time to take part in 
the extraordinary session of the legisla- 
tive assembly. The French Minister, 
M. Pabbourre, has telegraphed for the 
French warship Latouche Toulle to en- 
ter the Piraeus. 

Merchants on Hermes street have or- 
ganized a private guard to protect their 
stores, and patrols have been placed in 
the streets near the boulevard. Better 
feeling prevails, and there is little 
probability now of a dynastic crisis. 

SESSION POSTPONED. 

ATHENS, Auril 28.—Noon.—For want 
of a quorum the extraordinary session of 
the legislative assembly has been fur- 
ther postponed. The city is quiet. The 
British Minister, E. R. Egerton, paid,a 
long visit to the King. The newspapers 
comment on the possibility ef the in- 
tervention of Great Britain. 

Midnight.—The legislative assembly 
met again this evening. Ninety-five 
Deputies were present. As a Senate 
quorum is 104, another adjournment 
was necessary. The adjournment was 
followed by considerable excitement 
and cries of disapproval from the gal- 
lery. 

TAKING PROTECTIVE MEASURES. 

LONDON, April 28.—Special dis- 
patches from Rome say news has been 
p+received from Athens that the popular 
ferment against King George and his 
government has became graver.

“When I overtook the Greek in- 
fantry,” the correspondent telegraphs, 
“they were in straggling order, footsore 
and grimy from four days in the 
trenches and long exposure to shells

‘'} enough to unnerve veterans. They went 


along in silence, a contrast to the ordi- 
nary chattering in the Greek ranks. 
The night was pitch dark, and the red 
glare at Kutari and Deli in the distance 
added to the weirdness of the scene, 

“Later I passed batteries of artillery, 
mule trains, carts, wagons, crying vil- 
lagers, women and children. All were 
hopelessly mixed. There was no at- 
tempt at order. All arms were inter- 
mingled, and the confusion was com- 
pleted by the shouts and rushes of the 
Evzones and irregulars in every style 
of outfit. Their previous sulliness gave 
place to the clamor of disappointed and’ 
dispirited men. They forgot their 
weariness in wild imprecations. The 
retreat became a rout. Our: carriage 
was slowly picking its way through the 
erying women and children, and the 
horses, all overladen, were walking at 
a snail’s pace, or prancing with nervous 
fright. 

“Suddenly, above the din‘of the con- 
fused masses on the road and in the 
adjoining fields, came a roar developing 
into a fierce, sustained yell, rolling from . 
the distant rear with lightning speed. 
Soon in the midst of this yell could be 
distinguished cries of ‘The Turks are 
upon us.’ In a few minutes a dozen 
horsemen and as many riderless steeds 
appeared on the left at a full gallop, 
the men shguting with frenzy: ‘Run, 
run; the Turks are here.’ Into the night 
air rose this agonized roar, fairly par- 
alyZing imagination. It will remain in 
my memory forever. J 

“The stampede was immediate. 
animals were lashed into a gallop, and 
men, women and children, and soldiers, 
joined pell mell in a mad rush. Many 
fell to the ground, being trampled to 
death. Vehicles were overturned, mix- 
ing up baggage, furniture, ammunition, 
horses, donkeys, oxen and _ buffaloes 
According to one story the horsemen 


this frightful stampede were really Cir- 
cassian cavalry, but this report is not 
generally believed. 

“Beside our carriage, the infahtry- 
men appeared with faces blanched from 
terror. They jumped upon the steps, 
and we tried to keep them out. One of 
them thereupon leveled his rifle in our 
direction. But their combined weight 
on the stéps of one side of the carriage 
overturned it, smashing it to pieces and 
the London Times correspondent and 
myself were thrown out. 
by the leg under broken timbers as the 
pandemonium around increased. 

“In a perfect insanity of terrar, sol- 
diers and irregulars began firing their 
rifles in every direction. From the front 
and rear, but the reports of the fire- 
arms was not easily heard above the 
roar of human beings and the terror 
of the maddened animals. Even in the 
Shifka pass, or the hottest part of 
the fearful fighting at Plevna, I never 
witnessed such wild firing. The whole 
plain was lighted by flashes of rifles 
in the hands of the terror-stricken 
soldiers and peasants. 

“Eventually the Times correspondent 
and myself succeeded in getting inside 
a ditch by the roadside, and thus pro- 
ceeded slowly. In this manner We suc- 
ceeded in pushing forward for a time, 
until we were thrown down by a rush 
from behind and trampled upon by the 
scores of people. As I succeeded in ris- 
ing to my feet, an irregular, who, dash- 


rifle to within three inches of my head 
and fired. I ducked just in time and 
fell to the ground, thus saving my life. 
I had lost my companion in the mean- 
while and walked on in the ditch al- 
ready mentioned, or else plowed my 
way through the thick of the stampede. 

“The mad firing continued for fully 
half an hour, at the expiration of which 
time buglers were heard sounding, 
‘Cease firing,’ but it was a long time 
before the firing slackened. The pande- 
monium“had spread several miles. 
When I returned to the road, stumbling 


women, the scene was terrible. The 
way was strewn’ with . ammunition 
boxes, broken furniture, the bedding of 
soldiers, blankets and tin pannikins, 
The latter rattled under the horses’ 
feet, blankets became entangled in 
them’ and the horses, frantic with 
alarm, galloped about among'‘the fly- 
ing crowds, many of them riderless 
and deserted.” 

“Guns and ammunition, wagons and 
carts added tothe obstructions. Traces 
had been cut in order to enable the 
drivers to mount the horses attached to 
them and seek safety in flight. There 
were many struggles for the possession 
of horses: In the this manner the af- 
frighted crowds struggled on for sev- 
eral miles, presenting a most vivid pic- 
ture of disaster and fear. Some of the 
Greek officers, it is true, did their duty. 
They ordered the buglers and the 
trumpeters to sound ‘cease firing,’ and 
rede about, calling upon the fleeing 
soldiers to halt. But others of the 
Greek officers lost their heads, and 
rushed onward as terror-stricken as 
the soldiery. One brave officer tried 
to bring his men to their senses by pre- 


ing ‘Stop, stop,’ but he might as well 
have called upon a whirlwind to stay 
in its course. 

“Gen. Mauromichaelis, who had evi- 
dently reached Larissa some time be- 
fore, rode back some distance in order 
to arrest the stampede. Two miles 
from the Larissa road is situated an 
embankment where the general suc- 
ceeded in inducing half a company of 
foot soldiers to fall in, but hundreds 
continued the pell-mell rush for La- 
rissa. 

“There Was a block at the bridge 
across Salambra River at the entrance 
‘of Larissa. Another terrible scene wags 
there presented, guns, men and horses 
struggling in a fearful mass. In the 
streets of Larissa there was inde- 
scribable confusion. When the neigh- 
porhood of the ‘town could be 
made out with some _ distinctness,

The troops con- 
tinued the march without any refresh- 
ments. When it became knewn that 
Larissa was to be abandoned there was 
another panic. The women, and even 
the children, went about drawing their 
‘hands across their throats, showings 
what they expected of the Turks, and 


in an incredibly short time the roads |, pour, 


leading to Pharsala ‘and Volo .were 
crowded with people, vehicles and ani- 
mals, the latter bearing all kinds of 
household effects. | 
“A special train took to Volo about 
three hundred people, the passengers 
hanging on to the ropes and pkitiorms 
‘like a swarm of bees, but he majority 
trudged along on foot, and many of-the 
refugecs threw anxious looks back at 


soldiers thought that the Turks were to 
massacre all they found, .and they 
must seek refuge in Larissa immedi- 
ately. Suddenly word ran through the 
broken files: ‘The Turkish cavalary is 
coming.’ This put an end to all re- 
sistance. The reputation for ferocity of 
the Kurds had long been established. 
In five minutes the’ wildest panic pre- 
vailed. All fied to the road leading to 
Larissa. In the dark the wounded 
were trampled upon by the soldiers 
fighting their way. Still the soldiers 
fired upon them in confusion, I saw 
two Greek regiments of infantry firing 
upon each other. Officers of the artjl- 
lery, seeing they were unable to stem 
the current, ordered ‘a retreat to save 
the guns. In places they had to dash 
through the crowd, which refused to 
open ranks. 
“I followed the flying host to Tyrnavo, 
which was reached in less than am 
I kept on until I reached La- 
rissa by 8 o’clock. With me arrived 
messengers to the staff, which I found 
terrified by the news. The soldiers 
were just beginning to arrive, but few 
could explain affairs. As it was Good 
Friday for the Greeks, according to 
custom, a procession of all the people 
was going through the town. Bands 
were playing and everybody—officers, 
soldiers, children and women—wtre 
carrying a small rush light. Officers 


had been without food all night long 
and were hopelessiy outnumbered; 
were taken at.considerable disadvan- 
tage.- 

“An hour after the fight began, the 
companies of Tubks occupied a hill on 
the Greek flank and opened a deadly 
fire. The Greeks broke in confusion and 
fled in panic. With the greatest diffi- 
culty their.officers rallied them and led 
them back to the front, where they re- 
newed the battle against overpowering 
odds. | 

“Maj. Commundaro commanded them. 
All day he fought in the front line. Two 
horses were shot under him and he 
was twice wounded, but he seemed to 
bear a charmed life. A Greek lieuten- 
ant, an Italian volunteer and five pri- 
vates rushed upon the Turks. Five of. 
the seven dropped dead before they got 
anywhere near the enemy, and the 
sixth was wounded. Another Greek

As it 
was, the wounded soldiers were taken 
on board the steamer in smail boats

“The excitement continued all day 
Sunday. I secured a caique next day 
and proceeded to the Island of Eubcea, 
whence, by caiquing. and driving, your 
correspondent reached Athens. today, 
having been five days without taking 
his shoes or clothing off.”’

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 


Hunger, Lack of Sleep and Igno- 

rance of How to Retreat. 

[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 
NEW YORK, April 28.—A dispatch 
to the Journal from Volo says: 
_“This is the true story of what took 
place at Larissa on the night of Friday, 
the 23d. I witnessed all phases of the 
last serious struggle of the Greek army 
in Thessaly. All day the battle raged 
at Mati. The Turks came down from 
Milouna in thousands. The Greeks were 
to hold Mati @s they did Tyrnavo and 
Larissa. Six batteries of artillery were 
concentrated there, and their mission 
Was to stop the advance of the Turks. 

“The battle lasted eight hours, and 
there was an especially tierce artillery 
duel. The Greeks were much bétter 
marksmen and caused great havoc, but 
with desultory firing the Turks waited 
the formation and advance of 20,000 
fresh troops along the frontier. The 
Greeks stood their ground admirably. 

“At midday it became evident that 
the Turks were preparing a fiank at- 
tack, to be revealed late in the day. 
Unfortunately, the staff had learned 
this too late, and moreover, they had 
no fresh troops. The mén had been 
fighting five days, the last two days 
with little if anything to eat, and no 
sleep at all. The morning had seen the 
men staggering with fatizue. When 
the day was nearly ended and a rest 
Was expected and the military fire had 
nearly slackened, the Turks showed 
their game and the fresh. 20,000 men 
were brought into line. 

“Night was coming on, but still I 
saw the officers entreating the men to 
continue the fight, but the ka ed 
troops could not stand what er 
troops could not have done. The or- 
der for retreat had been given, and as 
goon as the men knew it they imag- 
ined all was lost. Greek soldiers un- 
derstand nothing but to advance. They 
have not had sufficient training in 
peace to prepare for an orderly retreat, 
and, as a consequence, the order threw 
them into indescribable confusion. Mhe 
men ieft their positions, the officer€ be- 
ing unable to control them, 

"In vain the bugle was sounded. The 


| A retreat had never been provided for, 


through the crowd, crying, ‘War first; 
make way.’ 

“Prince Constantine’s officers were 
running in and out, and messengers 
Were going in all directions. The 
Prince looked careworn and anxious. 


and the officers had lost their heads. 


“The first- thing was to stop the sol- 
diers retreating, but everybody’ seemed 
to forget. Messengers were sent im- 
mediately to other ‘corps at Nezeros, 
Reveni and Boughazi, ordering a re- 
treat. The question was discussed, but 
it was not decided whether to hold La- 
rissa or not. Soldiers and officers ar- 
rived pell-mell with artillery and 
wagons, the first arriving had been shot 
at by soldiers at the gates of the town. 
Officers were lying asleep in the street, 
nearly dead with fatigue. Soldiers 
were lying anywhere, unable to even 
answer my questions. They knew 
nothing, and only wanted food and 
sleep. In houses, the people were pack- 
ing their valuables and leaving in the 
direction of Volo or Athens. The idea 
prevailed that Larissa was to be aban- 
doned by 4 o’clock. . 

“The sun rose on the town where we 
were packed together, 10,000 inhabitants 
and thousands of soldiers panic- 
stricken or lying asleep in the thor- 
oughfare. As I passed out to see 
whether the Turks had approached, I 
saw Prince Nicholas leaving. We sa- 
luted him. He looked like a man with- 
out hope. Outside the town were long ; 
lines of carriages, full of children and { 
women with men following on foot, 
driving cattle before them. The 
wounded were being carried in haste 
to the railway. The hospital was 
cleared in half an hour of the ‘400 
wounded. The first train left at 6 
o’clock. Already thousands were rush- 
ing to the station to leave. =~ 

“It had transpired that the town was 
to be abandoned to the mercy of the 
Turks. It was a heart-rending sight. 
Women carrying children were beg- 
ging the officers to give them places in 
the carriages. Men were rushing to 
seize the same. Up to 2 o’clock in the 
afternoon ten trains had left. About 
four thousand people were left behind. 
I dare not imagine what happened. At 
2 o’clock, when the last train left, we 
heard distinctly firing outside of the 
town. The Turks were advancing. 

At the station there was a_ regular 
fight to take places in the carriages, 
the strongest ousting the weakest. It 
was a horrible sight. The groans and 
imprecations of those left behind were 
heaped on those more fortunate. There 
were some who actually fired on those 
going. 

“We were allowed to reach Volo un- 
assailed. The town was full of refu- 
gees. Despair was read on all their 
faces. As we passed the villages people 
rushed to the platform” inquiring 
whether it was true that all was over. 
They were unable to believe that the 
disaster was complete. When they saw 
our train carrying the last of the offi- 
cers, the telegraphic staff and the rail- 
way staff, they understood that all was 
over. One wild cry followed us through

ture.” 


REVERSE IN EPIRUS. 


A Startling Change in the Situation. 
Individual Valor, 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRBP.] 
LONDON, April 28.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] A dispatch to the Daily Mail from 
Patras, dated Tuesday evening, says: 
“The Greeks. have suffered their first 
great reverse in Epirus and the situa- 
tion has changed with startling sudden- 
ness. When I last telegraphed, the 
Turks were in full and disorderly re- 
treat toward Janina and the Greeks 
were joyously advancing. For some un- 
accountable reason the absurdly inad- 
equate force of only, 1000 men was de- 
tached from Philipiada to seize Pen- 
tepigadia. On entering Pentepigadia 
some irregulars by mistake fired upon 
the Greeks. During the confusion 
which followed 3000 Turkish infantry 
arrived from Janina and instantly at- 
tacked the Greeks. 
“A desperate and bloody hand-to- 
hand encounter ensued. The Turks ut- 
d de yells and showed the 


tillery, advancing by.another road, ar- 
fived an hour too late. They also re- 
treated in great disorder. The Turks 
now hold Pentepigadia, which might, 
however, be attacked by artillery. 

“The Greeks are grgatly, depressed 
and discouraged. The retreat is much 
discussed here, and no one can explain 
it except upon the hypothesis that 
there was a risk of the Turks disem- 
barking a force at Prevesa and so cut- 
ting off our escape. The Greeks have 
suffered a reverse, but Greek honor is | 
not lost.” 

DRIVEN BACK OR PENNED. 

LONDON, April 28.—A dispatch to 
the Daily Mail from Constantinople 
says there is no official confirmation of 
the reports that the Turkish cavalry 
have occupied Volo and Trikkala, but 
the main body of the Greek army has 
fallen behind the old frontier line of 
the mountains, and the Greek squad- 
ron is confined in the Gulf of Arta by 
the Turkish forts. 

HUNGRY HEROES. 

LONDON, April 28.—A special dis- 
patch from Patras on the west coast 
of Greece, attributes the reverse of 
the Greeks in Epirus to deficient trans- 
portation arrangements, and says 
measures taken for the conveyance of 
ammunition and food were wholly in- 
adequate. 

The dispatch points out that a thou- 
sand Greeks, who were defending 
Pentepigadia against 3000 to 4000 Tui ks, 
only retreated when their ammunition 
was exhausted, and while another di- 
vision advanced to Pentepigadia res 
turned without having tasted food for 
twelve hours. 

The same conditions, the correspond- 
ent alleges, prevailed at Arta, where, 
on Thursday last, the Greek soldiers, 
being in a famishing condition, broke 
into the stores in search of provisions. 
When the Turks hastily retreated be- 
fore Arta, it appears the Greeks had a 
magnificent opportunity which they 
threw away. The correspondent adds 
that no doubt the Greeks might re- 
cover the ground lost, but, he asserts, 
such mistakes make an unpleasant ‘m- 
pression. 


REPULSED WITH HEAVY LOSS.

Turkish Forces Defeated at Veles- 
tino Near Volo. 


LONDON, April 28.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] A dispatch from Volo, a port of 
Thessaly, announces that the Turkish 
advance forces attacked the Greeks at 
Velestino, about eight miles west of 
Volo, on the railroad connecting the 
latter place with Krissa and Pharsala. 
The Turks were repulsed with heavy 
losses and were driven’ back. Gen. 
Smolenski, on hearing of the attack 
upon Velestino, made a_ sortie from 
| Pharsala to support the Greek forces 
at Velestino.

defeated. 

A DYNASTIC CRISIS. 

PARIS, April 28.—Le Matin today de- 
clares that the supercession of Prince 
Constantine, if made by royal decrees, 
is equivalent to his renunciation of his 
rights to the crown.

CONSTANTINOPLE, April 28.—It is 
believed the Greeks will probably not 
be expelled from the Turkish empire 
at the expiration of the fortnight’s no- 
tice beginning Saturday, April 10, the 
day the Turkish troops were ordered to 
cross the frontier. Among reasons for 
refraining from the expulsion is tne 
fact that the Turkish government has 
not means to expel so many people. 

WAITING A SETTLEMENT. 

LONDON, April 28.—Matters at Ath- 
ens are likely to, remain unchanged 
‘until the ministerial crisis is settled, 
when overtures from the powers to in- 
tervene are expected. The Sultan is 
said to be willing to listen to terms. 
The downfall of the Delyannis Cabinet 
is taken for granted, thougn it has not 
actually occurred. M. fatli, who is 
likely to succeed Delyannis, was equally 
keen for war. 

Little or nothing seems to ve known 
at Athens or is reported here, as to 
the movements of the Greek fleet. The 
only news of actual fighting in prog- 
ress this afternoon comes from Vales- 
tind, which commands the road to Volo. 
Possibly this indicates an intention of 
the Turks to march southward. 

It is said that Edhem Pasha has sent 
a white flag to Volo with the assur- 
ance that the Turkish troops will inflict 
no damage upon the city or citizens. 
There seems little doubt, therefore, 
that he intends to occupy Volo. The 
Greek forcés now extend in a fourteen- 
mile line from Pharsala, to Velestino. 
Pharsala commands the Turkish pass 
and the road leading to Athens by way 
of Larissa. 

FRENCH INTEREST. 

LONDON, April 28.—A dispatch to 
the Daily Mail from Paris says that M. 
Hanotaux, the French Foreign Minis- 
ter, had a five-hours’ interview today 
with the Turkish Ambassador.

CALIFORNIA GREEN FRUITS. 


Indications, Point to a Good Season 
for Trade. 
[BY ASSOCIATED [RESS WIRE. ] 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 28.—C. F, 
Smurr, general freight agent of the 
Southern Pacific Company, is in re- 
ceipt of advices from the East which 
indicate that there will be a good mar- 
ket for California green fruits this sea- 
son. According to Mr. Smurr’s infor- 
mation frosts have destroyed 90 per 
cent. of the Georgia peach and berry 
crop, 80 per cent. of the Delaware crop 
and about two-thirds of the Maryland 
crop. 

Indications point to a big fruit har- 
vest in California this year, and if the 
destruction of the eastern fruit crop is 
as great as stated, California growers 
may expect one of the most profitable 
seasons in many years. 

The Southern Pacific Company 
shipped 4000 loaded cars of deciduous 
fruits to the eastern markets last year, 
and Smurr says he hopes to see just 


Last year’s crop was below the aver- 
age. The biggest year thus far in the 
matter of green-fruit shipments to the 
East was 1894, the year of the big rail- 
road strike, when 6500 carloads were 
handled. 7 

The first shipment of fresh fruit of 
the present season was dispatched East 
today.

AN OUTRAGEOUS FAKE. 


No Truth in the Story of a Cuban 
Maasacre, 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

HAVANA, April 28.—[By Central 
American Cable.] The correspondent 
of the Associated Press declares as ab- 
solutely without foundation the story 
telegraphed from Havana to a New 
York evening paper, giving alleged de- 
tails of the total destruction by a band 
of guefrillas under command of Capt. 
Diaz of a small village ten miles from 
Sancti Spiritus and of the massacre of 
150 inhabitants. There is no truth what- 
ever in the story. 

The dispatch in question alleged that 
the inhabitants of the village had re- 
ceived permission from the command- 
ant at Sancti Spiritus to remain at 
their homes and grow crops, but that 
on Capt.-Gen. Weyler’s visit to Sancti 
Spiritus it was suggested to him that 
the Spanish government had received a 
consideration for allowing the villagers 
to remain. The dispatch went on to 
say that Weyler ordered Capt. Diaz to 
“remove” them, and the order was 
taken literally by Diaz, who. with a 
force of 300 men started from the vil- 
lage, fired the houses and shot the de- 
fenseless people down as they emerged 
from their homes, sparing neither age 
nor sex.

FRENCH SAILORS FROM THE VAL- 
LIANT SUFFER TERRIBLY. 


The Arms and Feet.of Three of the 
Rescued Are Amputated—Fears 
That They May be Hopelessly In- 
sane — Nothing Heard of the 
Missing Boats, 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

ST. JOHNS (N. F.,) April 28.—Anx- 
iety is felt at St. Pierre as to the con- 
dition of the four survivors of the 
wrecked French brig Valliant, which 
struck an iceberg on the Grand Banks 
on the night of April 14, and foundered 
almost immediately. ‘Three of them 
are in a comatose condition, and it is 
feared that one will not live through 
the night. 

Their sufferings were terrible. It was 
found necessary to amputate the arms 
and feet of three. Their ears and 
noses were shockingly frozen, and the 
flesh presents a ghastly appearance. As 
if this were not wretchedness enough, 
their reason is temporarily if not perm- 
anently gone. As, they lie on their cots, 
they rave in distracted recollection of 
their awful experiences. 

It seems from what can be snatched 
from their incoherent ravings that four 
dories were overturned at the moment 
of the wreck. Two of the men on board 
the rescued dory were taken from the 
water almost drowned. They were the 
first to perish. ‘The third, who died, 
was a young fellow about 18 years old. 

Four boats are known to have got 
safely away from the ship, but the 
captain’s boat was the only one after- 
ward seen by the occupants of the res- 
cued dory. The intense cold made it 
almost impossible for them to do any- 
thing in the way of navigating the 
dory, and they were compelled to drift 


helplessly. 

The most horrifying incident of the 
experience was the cannibalism to 
which they were driven by the pangs 
of hunger. The dead body which they 
used for food was frozen so stiff that 
they were scarcely able‘to hack off the 
flesh with their knives, For two days 
the life of the survivors was sustained 
in this way.

One of the most active members of 
the sub-committee of the Finance Com- 
mittee preparing the revision of the 
Dingley Bill thus answered the ques- 
tion as to the status of the reciprocity 
treaty tonight.

Several months ago Brooks w*, em- 
ployed at Quall’s. ranch, and became 
passionately in love with Miss Lulu, 
but the girl rejected him. After re- 
peated professions of affection without 
avail, Brooks, enraged at his failure, 
threatened to shoot the object of his 
affection and her mother, unless she 
consented to become his wife. The 
girl’s father came to Fresno and pre- 
ferred charges against Brooks, and 
the latter was convicted and cast into 
_ Jail under six months’ sentence. Be- 
fore the expiration of his term Brooks 
was released upon bonds furnished by 
Qualls under the promise that, he 
would not further annoy Miss Lulu. 
Upon being released, Brooks secured 
employment on a ranch about ten 
miles from the Qualls place, and for 
several weeks did not appear at the 
latter place. 

This morning, at 2 o’clock, he visited 
the Qualls residence armed with a 
hatchet and shotgun. He effected an 
entrance through the rear door. Qualls 
was absent in the mountains. Miss 
Lulu heard the noise, and arose to 
investigate. She found herself face 
to face with the man who had pre- 
viously threatened to take her life. 

“Say your prayers,” demanded 
Brooks, adjusting his gun; “I’m going 
‘to kill you.’’ 

While the girl was pleading for 
mercy, her mother, aroused by’ the 
loud voice of Brooks, entered the room. 
Brooks immediately leveled the gun 
upon the mother and fired. the charge 
taking effect in her left breast, and 
she fell to the floor. Miss Litlu then 
ran to her bedroom and bolted the 
door, Brooks followed, breaking down 
the door and entering the room with 
gun and hatchet in hand. 

“Say your prayers, damn you,” he 
shouted. “I’m going to kill you.’ 

Again the girl appealed for her life, 
but the infuriated brute refused to 
listen, and, raising the gun, discharged 
the’ remaining ‘barrel at the girl, 
nearly tearing her right arm from her 
body. Seeing that he had not suc- 
ceeded in killing his victim, the 
demon seized the hatchet and  pro- 
ceeded to finish his bloody work. With 
the weapon upraised, he approached 
the prostrate form. : 

*“Don’t kill me, Jim.” pleaded the 
gril, with outstretched hands. “If you 
love me, Jim, don’t kill me.” |. 

Brooks hesitated for a moment. 
“Well. Lulu,” he said, “kiss me, and I 
won't.” 

Kneeling beside the prostrate form, 
Brooks received the price of his com- 
promise, and, turning away, left the 
house. On reaching the outside Brooks 
set fire to the house, and mounting his 
horse, rode away in the darkness. . Go- 
ing to a neighboring barn he set fire 
to the structure and entered. This 
morning his charred remains were 
found. his shotgun and hatchet lying 
at his side. 

At the Coroner’s inovest upon the 
remains. of Brooks, no important facts 
were brought out beyond those re- 
ceived in the ffirst renorts from the 
scene of the terrible crime. The in- 
quest was held at the Qualls residence, 
sixteen miles from Fresno, where the 
mutilated mother and daughter are 
mow under the care of neighbors and 
friends. It is believed that both will 
recover, although the mother is very 
seriously wounded. The daughter was 
able to testify. The body of Brooks 
was nearly consumed in the burning 
barn. It is not believed that he set the 
barn on fire and then shot himself, but 
that the hay in the barn was ignited 
by firing the gun. 

The Qualls family are estimable peo- 
ple, and nothing has ever been known 
derogatory to Brooks excepting his mad 
| infatuation for Miss Qualls. That he 
had become insane in brooding over his 
rejected love is evident. 


STATE HORTICULTURE. 


Report of Secretary and Quarantine 
Officer—Annual Election, 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 


SACRAMENTO, April 28.—The State 
Board of Horticulture met here today, 
Secretary Lelong presented his report 
for the past year, showing in detail the 
*business of the board, including the re- 
moval of the office to Sacramento, ex- 
aminations made, bulletins and re- 
' ports published and new legislation af- 
fecting the horticultural interests. 

The report of the quarantine officer, 
Alexander Craw, showed that there had 
been inspected 58 steamships and sail- 
ing vessels, arriving at the port of San 
Francisco since last November. The 
imports consisted of 779 large cases and 
crates, 31 bundles and 84 small boxes of 
trees, plants, etc., also 378 sacks of 
pineapple plants for Florida.

CALIFORNIA’S PRECIOUS METALS. 


An Increase in Gold but a Falling- 
off in Silver. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRP.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 28.—The 
statistician of the United States Mint 
in this city has just forwarded .— to 
the Director of the Mint at Washing- 
tno the annual report on the gold and 
silver production of California, which 
covers the yield of 1896. According 
to returns received at the mint, the 
gold yield of this State last year was 
$17,181,562.70, which is an increase over 
1895 of $1,847,245.01. The yield of silver 
was $422,436.60, a decreased production 
of the year of $177,353.10. The total 
gold and silver product of the State, 
for the year was’ $17,604,026.30, which 
is. a total increase over the previous 
year of $1,669,918.91. This is considered 
a very satisfactory showing. 

The leading county in bullion pro- 
duction for *1896, as’ in 1895, was 
vada. It has also the distinction of 
having made the largest increase $599,- 
124.76. Second in rank is Placer 
county, which, however, made an in- 
crease of only $76,627.23. Calaveras ts 
third, with an increase of $171,094.29. 
Fourth is Amador, with an increase of 
$134,106.62. Number five is Trinity, 
which shows an increase of $128,527.89. 
Sixth is Siskiyou, with an increase of 
$141,733.74, and seventh is Tuolumne 
county, which shows an increase of 
$43,403.36 over the previous year. These 
seven counties produced over a “nil- 
ion dollars in 1896. Nevada county is 
the only one which had a, yield of over 
$2,000,000. 


SEARCH FOR WINDSOR KEEFER. 


The Missing Mining Man’s Relatives 
to Hunt for His Body. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 28.—Acting 
on the theory that Windsor Keefer, the 
missing mining man, has been mur- 
dered, his relatives will soon instigate 
a vigorous investigation into the man- 
ner of his death, and of the where- 
abouts of his body. 

The belief appears to be general 
among Keefer’s friends that he met his 
death somewhere in Colusa county in 
the vicinity of the Jupiter mine, of 
.Which he was secretary. Mrs. C. H. 
Davids, sister of the inissing man, has 
long accepted this theory, and proposes 
to institute a careful search for the 
remains. 

The lady has received a letter from 
a prominent mining man of Calaveras 
county, in which the writer says he 
voices the sentiment of the _ entire 
community of that section that her 
brother was murdered. He expresses 
confidence that if the old shafts in the 
neighborhood of the mine were carefully 
searched one of them would reveal 
Keefer’s body. 

The shafts average about 250 feet in 
depth and contain water at their bot- 
toms, a fact which will necessitate the 
use of grappling heoks and much diffi- 
cult work in recovering the remains. 
Mrs. Davids however, is determined to 
find the body at any cost.

THE PANTS NOT THE MAN. 


Illustration of the Difference Be- 
tween Grand and Petty Larceny.

SAN FRANCISCO, April 28.—The 
distinction between the offenses of 
grand larceny and petty larceny today 
received consideration at the hands of 
the Supreme Court. Harry McElroy 
and James Shaw were colaborers on a 
farm in Tulare county and slept in the 
open air near each other. Upon retiring 
Shaw placed his trousers, containing 
$17, beneath his head, and during the 
night McElroy took the money. He was 
informed against and convicted of 
grand larceny. 

The defendant appealed, claiming that 
the section of the code under which h 
was convicted was not the proper one, 
for, he contends, he did not take any 
property “from the person of another.” 
The Supreme Court holds that this 
view is correct, in that a man’s bed is 
no part of his person; and, while re- 
versing the judgment of the lower 
court, it says that it does not feel that 
the defendant should be discharged 
upon the faulty information, but that 
there seems to be competent evidence 
obtainable to convict him of petty lar- 
ceny. 


SIMON LOST HIS SUIT. 


Decision Bearing on Fine Points of 
the Vrooman Act. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 28.—The Su- 
preme Court today passed upon several 
of the provisions of the act of 1885 rel- 
ative to street improvements and 
usually termed the Vrooman Act. 

The City Council of Stockton called 
for bids for grading certain streets, 
and the bid of Contractor McCarthy 
was the lowest presented, but the 
Council set aside the award to him, let- 
ting it to Contractor Owens. J. Simon 
became delinquent in his assesment for 
the work and suit was brought-against 
him by the contractors. The defense 
was that the work was not properly 
constructed and that the Council did not 
have the power to set aside the award 


to McCarthy. 

The Supréme Court decides that the 
City Council had the power to deter- 
mine if McCarthy was a responsible 
bidder, and that upon its action pro- 
claiming that he was not there was no 
appeal; also, that the defendant lost 
his right of contest in not appealing to 
the City Council within thirty days 
after the completion of the work upon 
his statement that the work was not 
performed according to specifications. 


JAKE RUDOLPH ON TRIAL, 


Buckley’s Body Guard Will Not Es- 
cape on the Insanity Dodge. — 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS IRE.] 

SAN FEFANCISCO, April %8.—The 
trial of Jake Rudoph on a charge of 
assaut to murder, was started in Judge 
Wallace’s court today. Rudolph has 
been arrested many times for flour- 
ishing his revolver in a threatening 
manner, and also for shooting at peo- 
ple. A few years ago he attempted to 
kill Business Manager Eliot of the 
Chronicle by shooting him. The bullet 
was deflected by a coin in Eliot’s 
pocket. Rudolph was shortly afterward 
adjudged insane, and sent to an asy- 
lum, from which he was released over 
@ year ago. 

The crime for which he is now being 
tried was the shooting of Harry Leslie, 
a@ young man whom he had met in a 
casual way. When the case was called 
today, the attorney for the defendant 
moved that the trial on the felony 
charge be postponed uMtil the court first 
determined whether Rudolpl was sane. 
Judge Wallace ruled that it was not 
necessary to inquire into the defend- 
ant’s mental condition. He believed 
him sane and that was -novgh. The 
work of impaneling the jury was then 
begun.

versally accompanies a “twister.” 


on all sides, and the streets were soon 
filled with running, shouting people 
seeking cave or cellar. Stores and 
homes were deserted, and. the people 
huddled together awaiting the blow. 
Fortunately, the center of the storm 
passed over the southeastern corner 
of the town, striking the eastern hills 
across the valley, wrecking all it 
touched. 

After the tornado came the heaviest 
fall of water ever recorded in a liké 
period, over two inches falling in thirty 
minutes. All day: the river had been 
rising at a fearful rate, reaching the 
sleepers of the railroad bridge and 
moving it out of line. The wagon 
bridge went out when the water 
reached its floor, and the bridge and 
drift, serving as an_ obstruction, 
forced the water out over the bottoms, 
washing out crops, moving houses and 
drowning stock. 

A dam on the Ellison ranch gave 
way to the torrent, and carried out a 
bridge on the Fort Reno road, swept 
the grounds clean and flooded the 
yards of the Choctaw Railroad. Rising 
to the houses of “the bottom, farmers 
were obliged to desert their places 
and alone endeavor to save their lives. 
The rescue of ‘many families was 
made at great danger to the rescuer’ 
lives. A party composed of A. E. 
Woodlieff, Pete Carr, Henry Schaeffer, 
Charles Justin, James Tomkins, Rev. 
Father Hall and others, immediately 
set to work to rescue the unfortunates. 
At the home of Thomas Palmer, the 
latter’s wife and several children were 
rescued from the tops of bureaus just 
as the water was creeping up to their 
feet. They had been screaming for help 
for some time, and it was with great 
difficulty that they were removed to 
the improvised rafts of the rescuers 
and taken to dry’ land. 

The families of Mrs. Hall, Tom Pot- 
ter, Col. Severy and Mrs. Black were 
rescued from their homes in a similar 
manner. In each instance fhe water 
had swept through the windows and 
was gradually rising. During the trip 
a raft of railroad ties went to pieces 
on a submerged wire fence, and the 
entire party was thrown into. the 
water. They were all miraculously 
saved. ~ 

A little child of Frank Holman fell 
into a washed-out crossing and was 
drowned. Bickford, a milkman, nearly 
lost his life in trying to save the little 
one. The ice’ plant was flooded to a 
depth of four feet, and Harry - 
ford was awakened about 1 o’clock 
this morning to find himself sleeping 
in a floating bed. The bed turned when 
he. tried to rise, covered him with wet 
blankets, sank and nearly drowned 


him. 

Lightning played havoc, striking the 
spire of the Presbyterian Church and 
totally wrecking it. Mrs. McGrath, the 
wife of the cashier of the Stock Ex- 
change Bank, seated in her home across 
the street, was knocked from her chair 
and badly hurt. The schoolhouse for 
colored children was struck at 3 p.m., 
the structure shattered and about fifty 
pupils more or ‘less eriously hurt. 
Among the more badly injured are Eva 
Clauston, Bertha Turner, Charles Wat- 
ers and Beulah Clauston. ‘The latter 
was paralyzed. 

Several other houses were struck by 
lightening, but no one else was hurt. 
Further west the lightning. killed much 
stock. The electric light wires went 
down, and the. town was in darkness 
last night. Reports from surrounding 
towns are meager as telegraph wires 
are down and trains have all heen 
stopped on account of the washouts. 
It is known, however, that many homes 
have been washed out in towns adjacent 
to El Reno, and it is feared many lives 
have been lost. West of here Frank 
Thompson and the sixteen-year-old 
son of Hiram McGriffen were drowned. 


DOWNPOUR IN OKLAHOMA. 


Heaviest Rain in Years—Scores of 
Farms Swept Bare. 


GUTHRIE (Okla.,) The heaviest rain 
in years fell throughout the Territory 
yesterday and last night, the continu- 
ous downpour keeping up seven hours. 
All creeks are up to the danger point, 
and some are out of their banks. 
Southwest of Waterloo, this county, a 
waterspout occurred, and half a dozen 
farms were inundated. Near Clifton, 
Lincoln county, scores of farms have 
been swept of everything and many 
horses drowned. 

Near Cushing, Payne county, dozens 
of people have been driven from thei 
homes by high water.

AN UNPRECEDENTED RISE. 

‘INDEPENDENCE (Kan.,) April 28.— 
The rivers of Southwestern Kansas 
and Southwestern Missouri. which gen- 
erally flow ‘into the Arkansas River, 
threaten soon to send an enormous vol- 
ume of water into the already over-

EDINBURGH SCHOOLS. 


Swimming Baths and Gymnasiums 
‘for the Children. 
‘That there ‘s no place like, home is 
the firm opinion of James Pringle, a 
traveler from Edinburgh, who is staying 
at the Van Nuys. Since leaving Scot- 


land he has traveled over thirty thous- 4. 


and miles of land and sea, but he. has 
seen nothing which he thinks equat to 
Prince’s street, the great highway of 
Edinburgh. Mr. Pringle is a native of 
Elgin, Morayshire, in the north of Scot- 
land. He has lived: for thirty years in 


countant. He:is an ex-member of the 
Edinburgh School Board. 
“Education is a staple industry — of 
Edinburgh,” said Mr. Pringle last night. 
“In the twenty-six schools of Edin- 
burgh there are 27,000 children. Every 
effort is made to give them the best 
education possible and at the same 
time to care for their health. The 
school buildings are all of brick or stone 
and admirably lighted and véntilated. 
In many of the larger schools there are 
swimming baths for tthe children,’ as 
veell as’ gymnasiums,. which nearly all 
the schools have. ‘There is manual 
training, and all the girls are taught 
laundry work, sewing and cooking. | 
‘There is a Royal High School with 
about six hundred pupils. It is of'a 
high standard. It was one of. ten 
schools to receive especial privileges by 
the Education Act of 1872.. Tuition in 
the High School is not -free, but’ the 
charges are low. The University of Edin- 
burgh is regarded: by Edinburgh _peo- 
ple as: the best in the world.’ Its med- 
ical school is especially famous. 
there are a number of: lady students, 
who have especially’ distinguished 
themselves in surgery and other 
branches ‘Of ‘medical ‘science. 
Edinburgh owns its own tramways, 
gas, electric lights, ‘etc. There are no 
electric limes, only cable and horse cars, 
Mr. Pringle.hag.made one remarkable 
observation ‘during his at -the 
Coronado ‘and Del Monte hotels, which 
he says are the finest he has éver seen. 
He, says. that the Pacific Ocean along 
the coast of California doesn’t smell as 
g00d as the Moray Firth. He says this 
is because its rocks, its seaweeds and 
its ozone are not up to the ‘standard of 
those of the far-famed: Scottish firth.

POOR MABEL 


AGAIN BRUTALLY BEATEN BY 
HER, PARENTS. 


~ 


They Are Both Arrested and Must 
Answer the Charge of Cruelty‘ to 
Children, 


HE/IS A PROMINENT FIREMAN. 
THE GIRL NOW IN THE CUSTODY 
OF THE AUTHORITIES. 


A Story of Cruelty and Shame Which 
_Has Attracted the Attention 
of All Classes in the 
Community, 


Little Mabel Brown, the 14-year-old 
daughter of Fireman D. W. Brown, is 
again in jail. Her father, who is cap- 
tain of Chemical Company No. 5, sta- 
tioned at Twelfth street and Central 
avenue, is under arrest for cruelty to 
children, and his wife, the girl's step- 
mother. is a co-defendant to the charge. 

This condition of things is the result 
of a domestic imbroglio of long stand- 
ing in the Brown household—a cat and 
dog sort of’ existence in which it is al- 
leged that Brown and his wife have 
played the part of cruel,~ unnatural 
parents to a tender child, giving her 
curses instead of kind words, and blows 
in place of the caresses for which she 
yearned. . | 

Something like seven .years ago 
Brown married his second Wife. He had 
at the time a son and a ‘daughter, aged 
respectively 6 and 7 years, and his new 
wife brought into the family a girl of 
about the same age. The son, Herbert 
Brown, is’ now an inmate of an insti- 
tution at Watsonville; Gertie, Mrs. 
Brown’s daughter, is living with her 
mother: and step-father, and Mabel— 
bruised. and, battered, disgraced and 
half dead with terror, is in charge of 
the matron of the City Prison. 

It is. by reason of the existence of 
this girl Mabel, the temperment of her 


father that the family is now the talk 
of the neighborhood for blocks around. 


brief account of how Mabel Brown had 
left her home to escape:the brutal 
beatings which-had been daily visited 
upon her, how she had wandered about 
the streets and fallen in with lewd and 
dissolute characters, how she had run 
the gauntlet of shame until she had 
sank exhdusted in a vacant lot and 
crawled under a canvas tent for refuge, 
while a horde of drunken hoodlums 
fought for possession of her, how she 
was arrested and locked in jail while 
her tormentors went scot free, and how 
she told her piteous tale to all who 
cared to listen and begged not to be 
taken back td the hell which she had 
learned to call her home. 

The girl’s story at the time of her 
arrest, though it touched the hearts 
of all who-heard it, was accepted with 
the usual allowances for the excite- 
ment under which she was laboring, 
and the well-known reputation of her 
father, who has for years held promi- 
nent position in the public service. 
Yesterday it was made known that 
she had spoken but-half the truth: that 


tic ‘ef the coarsest cruelty, and, that 
her young life is destitute of any ray 
of hope, as far as her own flesh and 
blood are concerned. 

Upon the heels of the child’s. arrest 
Sunday evening the attention of Hu- 
mane Officer Clark was called to the 
..' That official, hoping to effect 


over as well as he was able, and, in 
face of the child’s fearful protests, 
turned her over to her father and step- 
mother.. The very next day the neigh- 
bors were shocked by a series of pierc- 
ing shrieks of agony emanating from 
the Brown house. It was the old story.

Mrs. Romeo then ran 
back to her window and heard Mabel 
crying in great alarm: 

“Papa, papa, please’ don’t kill me!” 

The blows could be heard across the 
area way which separates the two 
houses, and the child’s half-inarticulate 
cries gave Mrs. Romeo the idea that 
she was being choked, as well as 
beaten. This afterward proved to be 
the truth. 

Mabel’s appeals for mercy were heard 
by Mr. and Mrs. Price, who conducted 
a bakery business next door, but, like 
the grocer, they felt themselves pow- 
erless to rescue the child. In a few 
minutes the whole neighborhood was 
aroused. The people had hoped that 
the return of the unfortunate waif after 
her hard experience would: mark the 
dawn of a new and more humane or- 
der of things in the Brown household, 
and were consequentluy wrought up to 
the highest pitch of idignation at this 
early outbreak of cruelty. The police 
were without delay put in possession 
of the facts and as a result Officer 
Sparks arrested the fireman and his 
wife vesterday. Mabel, too, was taken 
into custody and turned over to the 
care of Matron Gray pending the result 
of the trial of her parents. 

Humane Officer Clark hones to be 
able to find some employment for the 
girl, which will enable her to gain an 
honorable livelihood and enjoy respect- 
able associations. 

At the prison yesterday the girl 
exhibited a number of cuts and bruises 
about the face, neck and head, received 
at the hands of her father on Tuesday. 
Her throat was frightfully swollen as 
the result of the choking he had given 
her, and it was with great difficulty 
that she was able to swallow any food. 
At the left side of her neck was a 
raised welt which seemed to be the re- 
sult of a blow from the fist. The skin 
was barely broken, but the muscles and 
cords were badly swollen. In addition 
to this she had a nasty cut over the 
right temple. 

When a Times representative called 
upon Brown, after he had been released 
on bonds, and asked him to explain his 
child’s injuries, he exhibited a badly- 
swollen fist and damned his daughter 
for being the target against which he 
had bruised it. 

“She done that«,.a-trying to break 
g@way from me,’’ explained Brown. “In 
a-twisting out of my hands she sprained 
that thumb—just look at it—damn her!” 

Asked why he had _ beaten the child, 
Brown became talkative. 

“T whipped her because I had a right 
to—that’s why. She ran away from 
home and then told stories about her 
mother. Her mother is @ good step- 
mother. She’s a lot better woman than 
my first wife. Of course she naturally 
likes her own daughter, Gertie, better 
than she does my children. My son, 
Herbert, is kept in school at Watson- 
ville and my other child, Mabel—I don’t 
know what'll become of her. You see, 
she don’t get along’ with her step- 
mother and I have to punish her. On 
Wednesday she went down to see the 
parade with Gertie and what do you 
suppose that girl done? She left Ger- 
tie standing on Spring street and went

MARSHAL HIGGINS’S POSSE HAS A 
RUNNING FIGHT. 


One of the Cutthroats is Slain and 
the Others Escape Into the 
Mountains of Western Grant 
County—Dead Man’s Record. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

DENVER, April 28.—A special to the 
Republican from Santa Fé, N. M, says 
United States Marshal Fred Higgins 
and posse of five today had a run- 
-ning fight with Black Jack’s gang of 
‘-desperadoes in the mountains of wes- 
tern Grant county, fifteen miles east 
of Clifton, Ariz., and killed Sid Moore, 
one of the desperadoes. The others 
escaped. 

Under secret instructions from the 
Postoffice Department at Washington, 
United States Marshal Hall of this 
Territory, has kept the Higgins posse 
in the field along the New Mexico and 
Arizona border for two months past on 
the lookout for the Black Jack gang. 
Last night’s dispatches came to the 
Marshal’s office from tiie Postmaster 
at Clifton, saying the desperadoes had 
been seen yesterday afternoon fifteen 
miles east of that town. Higgins was 
ordered to the scene, and striking the 
trail at dawn this mornin: he followed 
it until 9 o’clock, when he and his 
men overtook the Black Jack party, 
which includes some of the most noto- 
rious cutthroats ever banded together 
in the West. A hot fight ensued, but 
when Moore’ fell from his horse, shot 
through the heart by Higgins himself, 
the desperadoes wheeled their horses 
and escaped in the mountains, 

Moore’s body was taken to Clifton 
tonight. He is believed to be one of 
the two men who some two weeks ago 
called at the ranch home of George 
Cc. Smith, the wealthy stockman in 
Western Socorro county, and. after 
dining with him murdered him and 
seriously wounded his cook. The Ma- 
sonic fraternity offer $1500 reward for 
Smith’s murderer, and the United 
States will pay $500 for each of Black 
Jack’s band dead or alive. 

Moore is supposed to hail from Texas, 
He had but recently joined the band, 
and is the fourth member killed by 
officers of the law within six months, 
These desperadoes have operated for a 
year along the New Mexico and Ari- 
zona boundary line and have killed 
seven men and robbed a score of coun- 
try stores, postoffices and mail coaches,

«a Deficit in the Receipts and Oc- 
crease in Values

BOSTON, April 28.—The annual meet- 
ing of the Union Pacific Railroad was 
to have been held here today, but in 
the absence of a quorum it was ad- 
journed for one week. . 

The annual report, which was distrib- 
uted to the stockholders, shows that 
the passenger earnings increased %50,- 
504, while the freight movement shows 
an increase of $521,194 for the year. 
There is, however, a decrease of $90,024 
in value of material on hand and a 
decrease of interest on bonds of §8,- 
638. 
The amount withheld for transpor- 
tation services and carried to the credit 
of the sinking fund under the Thurman 
Act increased $553,740, Cash paid by the 
company was $1,421,714. Interest col- 
lected on bonds held in the sinking fund 
was $6,055,259, an increase of $1,974,996 
over 1895; total increase $1,748.7°64. The 
.deficit on the system increased $267,800, 
and the total increase shows a decrease 
of $747,032.

A HOPELESS CAUSE. | 
The Greek campaign, which started 
in a few days ago with so great a 
flourish of trumpets, seems destined to 
come to an ignominious end, if, indeed, 
it has not already come to such an 
end. The abandonment of Larissa 
without even an attempt to defend It 
seems at this distance from the scene 
of action to have been a most egregious 
blunder. To be sure, the Greek forces 
are overmatched as to numbers; but 
that fact in itself was no warrant for 
giving up their position without a 
struggle. If the chances of the strug- 
gle were so unequal, war should have 
been avoided at any cost. 

But the Greeks were the aggressors 
from the outset. Their voice was for 
war, first, last and all the time. They 
precipitated the campaign at a time 
when actual hostilities might have 
been deferred, if not avoided alto- 
gether. Inasmuch as they had made 
so bold and aggressive a beginning, 
something re than an ignominious 
retreat was naturally expected of them 
when the crucial test of strength actu- 
ally arrived. Especially was this ex- 
pected in view of the fact that the 
cause of Greece in this struggle is the 
cause of right and justice and liberty 
and humanity. 

_ Men fighting in such a cause are nat- 
urally expected to be at their best and 


slightest ground to believe or hope 
that their cause will be successful. 
Brave men, battling in an unequal con- 
test, are entitled to, and receive, the 
sympathies of mankind. But the craven 
receives and deserves only contempt. 
The world admires bravery, but de- 
spises cowardice. A valiant foe is en- 
titled to respect, even though the cause 
in which he is engaged be an unright- 
eous cause. Cowardice is despicable un- 

er any and all circumstances, and 
cannot be redeemed from contempt by 
the justice or abstract right of the 
cause which it espouses. 

So nearly as can be judged from the 
information thus far received, the re- 
sponsibility for the Greek disgrace at 
Larissa was due almost wholly to those 
in command, and not to cowardice 
among the rank and file of the soldiery. 
At the engagements immediately pre- 
ceding the evacuation of Larissa the 
Greek soldiers behaved with admirable 
coolness, and offered such stubborn re- 
sistance to the Turkish advance as to 
win commendation from even the Turk- 
ish commander, Edhem Pasha. The 
order to abandon Larissa was no doubt 
as much a surprise to the Greek sol- 


of that place a surprise to the world. 

The revelations of the past few days 
have shown that the Greek cause is 
practically hopeless. The assistance 
which it might have received from out- 
side sources will scarcely be forthcom- 
ing, now that it is made apparent that 
Greece is divided against itself. A 
strong, definite policy or a great prin- 
ciple, rigidly adhered to and valiantly 
contended for in the face of all ob- 
stacles, would have commanded the 
respect and sympathy of Christendom, 
and would almost certainly have won 
in the end, though at the first the 
chances of success might have seemed 
dubious. But with revolution rampant 
in the streets of Athens, no definite 
policy, either foreign or domestic, is 
possible. 

The cause of Greece, and of Crete, 
has taken a long backward step, and 
the questions in issue will probably be 
settled by diplomacy rather than by 
force of arms, but not without the hu- 
miliation of the Hellenes. 


When two convicts deliberately 
stand up to carve one another to death 
in a State penitentiary, it becomes the 
duty of the people to inquire how one 
of them came to have a razor in his 
possession.

“The federation of the colonies in 
Australia is progressing apace, and it

Australia a fact. The form of govern- 
ment agreed upon in the constitutional 
government is very like our own in 
many respects, and yet not altogether 
so; There will be no president elected 
by the people.. The chief executive 
will be a governor-general, appointed 


will be similarly constituted, but in all 
other respects the colonies will have a 
free home government and. will be vir- 
tually independent anyhow, for if Great 
Britain were to attempt to coerce Aus- 


‘tralia there would be a revolutionary 


war and independence in short order. 
Australia is a growing country and will 
some time be an independent nation 
of this earth.” 


tralia is not a bright one, just at pres- 
ent. The wealthier classes, hungry for 
knighthoods and baronetcies, so that 
their wives can have the word “Lady” 
prefixed to their names, would be 
against such a move in a solid body. 
In 1890 there were knights scattered 
all over Australia, but only three bar- 
onets. These were Sir Thomas Eider 
of Adelaide, a retired wool merchant; 
Sir William J. Clarke, who began life 
as a butcher in Tasmania; and Sir 
James McCullough, a steamboat owner. 
All this class are opposed to a repub- 
lic which would convert them into 
plain ‘“‘misters.”’ 

But that would not fetter the progress 
of republicanism in that country, if 
that were all. The real cause of op- 
position to a republican form of gov- 
ernment is the fact that Germany is 
the most aggressive power in all 
Europe, and that she has no gold- 
producing colonies of her own in all 
the wide world. Should Australia fol- 
low the example of America and de- 
clare ‘her independence of England, 
by setting up a republic of her own, 
Germany would soon find a pretext for 
bringing on a war, in the hope of ac- 
quiring a gold-producing territory. 

And speaking of Germany and her 
natural desire for acquiring new terri- 
tory, brings up the fact that the immi- 
gration from Germany into the Aus- 
tralian colonies during the past ten 
years shows a greater percentage of 
increase than from any other source. 
In 1887 there was but one line of 
steam vessels plying from Germany to 
Australian ‘ports. These were three 
ships of 4000 tons each and they made 
monthly trips. Now that line has on 


-rossa and Wilhelm der Grosse—are the 
largest merchant steamers in the world, 
Beside these North German Lloyd 
ships, there is the Lund line of six 
ships of 3500 tons each; and the United 
German Steamship Company’s line ot 
four ships, each between 4000 and 5000 
_ tons. 
Should Germany ever attempt to 
seize Australia, the last one of these 
immigrants, no matter how well he had 
prospered under the Australian gov- 
ernment, or how much better off he was 
than in the Fatherland, would shoulder 
a musket to fight for the Kaiser. A 
careful examination into the personnel 
of the immigrants now going into those 
colonies shows that fifteen out of every 
twenty have seen service in either the 
German army or navy. 
The abler statesmen of the antipodes 
have seen all this and discounted its 
results. The Australian colonies will 
federate for mutual benefit, but will 
not go any further. They want the 
protection of England’s big navy 
against the aggressions of Germany,

FATHER OF CENTENNIALS 


DEATH OF COL. JESSE PEYTON AT 


HADDENSFIELD, N. J. 


He Conceived the Philadelphia Ex- 
position and Other Celebrations 
of Historical Events—Counted 
Among His Friends Some of the 
Country’s Greatest Men,

Peyton died at Haddensfield, N. J., this 


morhing. 
Col. Peyton was prominently known 
as the “Father of Centennials,” because 


it was he who conceived some of the 


biggest celebrations of historical events 


{in the country. Probably the first was — 
indepen- 


the centennial of American 
dence, celebrated in Philadelphia in 
1876. It was in 1865 that he conceived 
this, and planned the preliminary meet- 
ing in Independence Hall. Later cele- 
brations proposed by him were those of 
Bunker Hill, Yorktown, the Constitu- 
tional and New York. His latest idea 
was the celebration in 1900 in Jerusalem 
of the birth of Christ by all Christian 
nations. This latter was the pet of his 
heart-and he hoped to live to see it 
come to successful fruition. -He was 
connected with many minor celebra- 
tions, aided in the  bi-centennial of 
Pennsylvania in 1882 and was ever pa- 
triotic. and public-spirited. He well 
earned the sobriquet in which he took 
pride, ‘“‘The Father of Centen- 

als.” 

Col. Peyton was born at Forest Re- 
treat, Nicholas county, Ky., November 
10, 1815, and consequently was just 8] 


years old. His boyhood was spent on 


his father’s farm, and he began his 
business career in a Kentucky general 
store in 1836, at a salary of $50 a year. 


In 1841 he went to Philadelphia and be~ - 


came'a dry-goods salesman, gradually 
advancing until he was admitted to a 
partnership, the firm becoming Wolfe 
& Peyton. 


Peyton organized the Western Mining _ 
and Manufacturing Company in 1854, ~ 


with headquarters on Coal River, W. 

Va., and Peytonia still stands as a 

monument to his enterprise. It was 

through his efforts that the Virginia 

o River. 

Col. Peyton, Marcus Mundy and Col. 
Bailie Peyten met in the Chamber of 
Commerce, Philadelphia, on January 
16, 1860, and organized what has: been 
known as the Constitutional Union 
party. He represented the first New 
Jersey District at the Baltimore con- 
vention which nominated John Bell for 
President and Edward Everett for 
Vice-President, and helped to keep the 
Southern States in line and aided in 
the election of President Lincoln. 

He organized at Riley’s Hill the first 
cavalry regiment to reach Washington 
in the war of the rebellion. He never 
received a: dollar for his services. He 
counted among his acquaintances many 
of the men whose names are tten 
high on the scroll of honor of or nage 
try.

SNOWDEN ARRESTED. 


CHARGED WITH STEALING PART 
OF A COURT RECORD. 


The Young Man Has a Record for 
Making Matrimonial . Specula- 
tions gnd Victimizing Women, 
His Career in San Francisco. 


Robert Snowden, charged with pur- 
loining a portion of the grand jury re- 
port from Department One of the Su- 
perior Court, was arrested yesterday 
morning shortly after 7 o’clock by Con- 
stable H. H. Yonkin. Yonkin placed 
Snowden under arrest at the Record 
office, where he was employed, just as 
he came to work at his usual time. 

Snowden was taken before Justice 
Young in the Township Court and 
given an opportunity to consult his at- 
torney, Jud R. Rush, Esq., whom, with 
Le Compte Davis, Esq., he has retained 
to defend him. He was arraigned about 
10 o’clock and his examination set for 
Saturday morning at 10:30 o’clock. Jus- 
tice Young placed his bonds at $1000, in 

default of which he was placed in the 
County Jail. 
' Snowden made his first appearance 
in Los Angeles about four years ago. 
He was employed as a reporter on the 
| Telegram for a time, and then he cre- 
ated a sensation by marrying an al- 
leged wealthy woman of Pasadena. It 
came out later that both he and the 
woman were fooled, each believing the 
other to have wealth, and Snowden left 
his wife. According to the story pub- 
lished at the time, Snowden had ad- 
vertised for a wife, representing him- 
Self to be the possessor of much wealth 
and the heir to much more. The 
woman, who was ten years his senior, 
also had recourse to the advertising 
columns and represented that she had 
vast wealth. Snowden found her living 
in a pretentious home in Pasadena, and 
Supposed her representations to be cor- 
rect. When he discovered that he had 
married a servant of the Pasadena 
family he left her and went to San 
Francisco, after obtaining from her the 
few hundred dollars she had. A few 
months ago she obtained a divorce on 
the ground of desertion. £N 

Snowden’s San Francisco record is 
given in the following dispatch: 

SAN FRAN CO, April 28.—[Spe- 
cial to The Times:] Robert Snowden, 
who posed here as a mining man, has 
@ hard local record as a. confidence 
man who victimizes women. On Sep- 
tember 25, 1896, Mrs. S. B. Williamson, 
who came from Colorado only a few 
weeks before, had Snowden arrested 
for felony embezzlement. The amount 
set forth in the complaint was $1200, 
but that did not begin to signify the 
value of what Mrs. Williamson lost, 
according to the story she told the 
warrant clerk. 

The woman said she met Snowien in 
Colorado, when he was there on busi- 
ness. He was a man of good address, 
and soon won his way into her good 
graces. Then he set himself the task 
of winning her heart and fortune. Snow- 
den had convinced her that California 
gold mines offered a good field for in- 
vestment, and that his property needed 
but little money to make it productive. 
She accompanied him to this city and 
put up at the Palace Hotel. Snowden 
was a constant visitor there, and soon 
another ring graced her ‘inger. 

She had diamond studs that Snow- 
den coveted, and he borrowed them 
to grace his irt front. The widow 
says she lent them to him to be re- 
turned on demand. By this time the 
day was fast approaching when Mrs. 
Williamson was to change her name. 

Snowden had been to much expense 
entertaining his prospective bride, and, 
so the widow says, he determined upon 
a t coup. He had secured from her 
$1 in gold to invest for her in pay- 
ing mining property. He had pressed his 
suit, and the day was set for the wed- 
ding. As the time approached, Snow- 
den had been less assiduous in his at- 
tentions, and Mrs. Williamson was 
well-nigh distracted. She had made 
inquiries regarding Snowden, and says 
she was horrified to find his tale of 
wealth was mythical, and that her 
chances of becoming the wife of a 
wealthy mine-owner were getting slim- 
mer every day. 

Inquiry was made as to Snowden’s 
antecedents, and it was discovéred he 

a wife and children in this city, 
and that Mrs. Williamson was not the 
first woman to succumb to the tender 
phrases that trippingly came from his 
tongue. An attorney was at once con- 
sulted, and Mrs. Williamson sought 
the seclusion of a friend’s house. 

Snowden was arrested, but he took 
his arrest very coolly. His' case came 
up in Judge Campbell’s department of 
the Police Court on September 30, but 
the case had been settled out of court 
by Snowden’s friends, and the charge 
was dismissed.

The Board of Fire Commissioners met 
yesterday morning in regular session, 
all the commissioners except Commis-

Fire Chief Moore _reported that on 
April 25 B. L. Kiser, a driver of hose 
cart No. 5, violated the rules of the de- 
partment and had been suspended and 
notified to appear at the meeting of 
the board. It was said that on that 
date Kiser was drunk and incapable of 
performing his duties. 

Engineer Dunn of hose cart No. 5, 
stated to the board that he had caught 
Kiser and another man drinking in the 
company quarters, and Kiser was, too 
drunk to drive his cart. The driver was 
ordered to go to bed, but refused and 
made a general disturbance. Accord- 
ing to Dunn’s statement this was not 
Kiser’s first offense. 

Driver Kiser was called on to make 
a statement in defense of his conduct.

He denied 
that he had a bottle of liquor on his pos- 
session last Sunday or that he was too 
drunk to drive his cart or that he had 
raised any disturbance, as alleged. Oc- 
casionally, he admitted, he did take a 
drink, but never while on duty.

A LITTLE SHORT. 


Questionable Methods of Adding to 
the Census Lists. 


. There is an evident purpose ffi the 
minds of a few Democratic politicians 
to attempt to make capital, of an irre- 
deemably cheap kind, out of the failure 
of the census enumerators to make the 
population of the city reach the 100,000 
mark. A sensational story has been 
circulated for the past two days that 
certain Republicans were satisfied to 
have the census fall ever so little short 
of that mark, because they were now 
alarmed lest, if the population of Los 
Angeles were shown to be 100,000, Gov. 
Budd would be given the opportunity to 
name the commissioners governing the 
various departments of the city. On this 
foundation it was asserted yesterday 
that an order had been issued by some 
one from the City Hall instructing 
Postmaster Mathews to order the pos- 
tal clerks to discontinue the work of 
tabulating and counting the returns. 
Councilman Hutchison was very full 
of the rumor yesterday afternoon. He 
even went so far as to say that Presi- 
dent Silver was responsible for the or- 
der to Postmaster Mathews that no 
more names should be added to the cen- 
sus lists. When he was pressed for his 


‘authority, he said he had it second- 


hand and Postmaster Mathews had 
told him that President Silver was the 
author of the order. Further investiga- 
tion drew a specific and point-blank 
denial from..President Silver that he 
had interfered in the matter, and in 
turn Postmaster Mathews bore out 
President’ Silver’s contradiction of 
Councilman Hutchison’s’ sensational 
story. The order was said to have been 
sent by telephone from the City Hall to 
the postoffice, but Postmaster Mathews 
said that to the best of his recollection 
yesterday afternoon was the first time 
he had ever conversed with President 
Silver by telephone, and then he was 
called up to corroborate President Sil- 
ver’s denial of the rumor involving 
him. 
As a matter of fact, some question 
has been raised for the past week about 
the right of the committee to add any 
names to the census lists which were 
not taken by the _ legally-appointed 
enumerators. When it was found nec- 
essary to strain a point in order to run 
the total up to the coveted 100,000, a 
general notice was issued that any 
persons, knowing the names of any res- 
idents of the city who had been over- 
looked by the enumerators. would help 
along the good cause by sending in the 
lists of the untallied to the Councilmen 
of their ward or to the postal carrier of 
their district. This method of swelling 
the last was followed for several days 
last week, and, while the actual resi- 
dence of the persons discovered by this 
means was investigated in some cases 
by enumerators, it is asserted that 
many names were accepted on faith. 

How many or how few were accepted 
on faith it is now impossible to say, 
but it is a fact that names are still 
coming in to the City Clerk’s office of 
persons who have not been regularly 
enumerated, although the enumerators 
have all been paid off and ceased -work. 

The figures given out Monday night 
were 99,939, and yesterday it was said 
that enough names had been added to 
make the total population exceed 100,- 
000 by a fraction of 100. The discussion 
which gave rise to the sensational ru- 
mor of a Republican blockade was on 
this point of the illegality of adding 
names to the census lists which were 
secured by irregular means. The act of 
the recent Legislature: which authorizes 
such a special census as is now ~ being 
completed, and the ordinance of the 
Council adopted for that particular 
purpose, specify in precise terms that 
the census shall be — by the enu- 
merators.

a0 PRISON N FOR LIFE. 


MURDERER BROWN’S” SENTENCE 
FIXED BY THE JURY. 


The Negro Who Killed Bellew with 
a Club Promptly Convicted—His 
Accomplices to be Tried on the 
Same Charge . 


Manuel Brown alias the “Kid,” was 


yesterdayefound guilty of the murder of 
James Bellew by a jury sitting in De- 
partment One of the Superior Court, 
Judge B. N. Smith presiding, and his 
sentence fixed at imprisonment in the 
State prison for the term of his natural 


life. 


The jury retired after the arguments 
of counsel had been concluded and the 
instructions had been given by the 
court, and were in the jury-room just 
an hour. The first ballot was to deter- 
mine the defendant’s guilt or innocence. 
All of the jurors voted him guilty. A 
ballot was then taken to fix his pun- 
ishment. It resulted in a. ballot of 
11 for life imprisonment, and:‘one for 
hanging. The third and last ballot 
showed that the twelfth juror had 
agreed with the majority in giving the 
negro a life sentence, and the matter 
Was so reported. Maud Pierce and Will 
Warren, alleged accomplices of Brown, 
have yet to be tried on the same charge 
on which he was convicted. 


“ TRIED FOR CONTEMPT. 


Judge York Orders George W. Bar-" 
nett Fined or Imprisoned. 
George W. Barnett, a Methodist ex- 
minister from Pasadena, was found 
guilty of contempt of court yesterday 
by Superior Judge Waldo M. York in 
Department Three, and fined $25 or five 
days’ imprisonment in the County Jail. 
*" Barnett was once ordered by Judge 
York to pay alimony to his wife, who 
was at that time suing for divorce. As 


Barnett was a neighbor of York’s, the 


latter had the matter transferred to 
Judge Smith’s ‘department: Judge 
Smith granted Mrs. Barnett a decree of 
divorce as prayed for. 

Yesterday Barnett came to Depart- 
ment Three and told Judge, York that 
the latter’s action in ordering him to 
pay alimony was an unfair and dishon- 
est proceeding, as it prejudiced Judge 
Smith in the premises. Barnett made 
some uncomplimentary remarks about 
the attorneys he had employed, and 
told Judge York that all the judges in 
the Courthouse couldn’t send him to 
jail, or words to’ that. effect. 

Judge York stood Barnett’s tirade as 
long as he could, and, finally; when pa- 
tience seemed to him to have ceased 
to be a virtue, fined him $25, or an 
alternative of one day’s imprisonment 
in the County Jail for each $5 of the 
fine. 

Barnett hurried from. the ‘courtroom 
while the Judge was reading the order, 
and as the.court bailiff was absent at 
that moment, the man escaped and is 
still at large.

They 
have no religion beyond a few vague 
superstitions and fears, they have no 
conception of morality, and one of the 
greatest distinctions a man can have 
is to be able to truthfully boast that 
he has killed a man. They are thor- 
oughly treacherous and ungrateful, 
and they would as soon kill an Ameri- 
can who had done all in his power to 
win their friendship and do them good, 
turns as their worst enemy. 

One of the pleasing customs of these 
savages is their way of dedicating a 
new war canoe. A canoe is not well- 

mened unless someone has been killed 
in it, whether man, woman or child 


- @oes not matter. When a new canoe is: 


to be dedicated, the savages go “head- 
hunting,” and with their prisoners’ 
heads -as trophies they return to their 
settlements, and with them adorn their 
canoes’ ahd their canoe-houses, and the 
huts of ‘the chiefs. The bodies of. the 
dead men they carve neatly and scien- 
tifically, and roast them for a grand 
banquet, when they gorge themselves 
with man flesh to. such an extent 
that they sleep in lethargic exhaustion 
all the next day. 

These facts were for some unac- 
countable reason omitted from the 
prospectus of the South Sea Islands 
Mining and Colonization Company. 

The Solomon Islands are scattered 
over'a stretch of 600 miles of the West- 
ern Pacific. There are seven main 
islands and innumerable smaller ones. 
The largest are Bougainville, Choiseul, 
Isabel, New Georgia, Guadalcanar, San 
Christoval and -Maleita. Guadalcanar, 
the finest of the lot, is eighty by twen- 
y-five miles in extent, with a moun- 

kinous interior which rises to the 
height of ‘8000 feet. The islands are 


 @ensely clothed with tropical vegeta- 


tion, and numerous small streams carry 
off from the mountains the 150 inches 
of annual rainfall. 

The prospectus of the company sets 
forth as the principal products of the 
country: “Cocoanuts, cotton, native 
chestnuts, ‘candlenuts, bananas, plan- 
tains, oranges, lemons, limes, citrons, 
pine apples, mangoes, guavas, Malay 
apples, rose apples, custard apples, 
pawpaw jtamarinds, bread fruit, 
Sweet casava, indigo, coffee, Indian 
corn, tobacco, Chile and medicinal 
Plants and gums, Scented blossoms 
good for making perfumes, and vari- 
ous valuable woods.” It says that the

the first Hialf of this century a number 
of scientific expeditions or private 


yachtsmen visited the archipelago. It 


| Was a dangerous thing to do, and most 


of the expeditions which visited the 

group sailed away again leaving some 

of their party inside of the cannibals. 
During the last fifty years the tslands 


have been visited more frequently. An 


English bishop went out to convert sav- 
ages, but they disapproved of him and 
put an end to the. missionary scheme 
for a while at least by eating the 
bishop. 

Traders who were not afraid of risk- 
ing their lives occasionally got permis- 
sion from the islanders to take up their 
abode on small islands of the group, 
but any effort to interfere in domestic 
state affairs was promptly discouraged 
by a murder and a dinner party. 

The boomers of the South Sea Island 
Mining and Colonization Company did 
not inform the public that every effort 
so far made to colonize the Solomon 
Islands has resulted in failure, from 
one cause and another, and that in the 
past the situation of the group, the 
nature of the country and the disposi- 
tion of the inhabitants has made the 
archipelago a very good place to stay 
away from. 

The standard authority on the Solo- 
mon Islands is Henry Brougham Guppy, 
M.B., F.G.S., late surgeon in the Eng- 
lish navy. Guppy spent a long time in 
the archipelago, while surgeon on the 
English surveying ship, the Lark. He 
has published two bulky volumes em- 
bodying the information that he gath- 
ered during his three visits to the Solo- 
mon Islands. Any intending settler 
would do well to read those volumes, 
and by the time that he has perused 
them he will probably decide that he 
doesn’t want any South Sea Islands, es- 
pecially when the land it is proposed to 
colonize is already possessed by the na- 
tives, and when fhe nien who head the 
scheme are a set of irresponsible 
schemers with dim reputations who 
want to persuade a lot of innocent men 
to hand over $100 apiece and embark on 
a rotten ship for a country of which 
they know nothing on a venture as to 
the proper management of which they 
know nothing, all to fill the pockets of 
the boomers. 

The scheme is doubtless the outcome 
of the expedition in search of the Man- 
less Isles which recently left San Fran- 
cisco under the leadership of one Rein- 
hart.

“A duty of 6 cents per pound on cof- 
fee, now free, would yield a revenue of 
nearly $30,000,000, one of 5 cents on tea 
would yield nearly $5,000,000, and an ad-

on sugar would yield nearly $40,000,000 
more than is now collected upon that 
article. Raising the internal revenue 
tax on beer by $1 per barrel would fur-: 
nish another $30,000,000, and thus from 
these four articles alone an increased 
revenue could be obtained amounting 
to $105,000,000, which would both meet 
the present deficit and leave a surplus 
for the sinking fund for the payment of 
the national debt.”’

CALIFORNIA ORANGES IN NEW 
YORK. Westfall Bros. & Co. send The 
Times the following communication, in 
regard to recent sales of oranges at 
excellent prices in New York. 

“On April 14, DeVine & Kincell of 
Riverside sold through the Goodsell 
auction in New York, by Westfall Bros. 
& Co., a car of fancy Sunbeam navels, 
which included thirty-nine boxes 
bloods, at over $1200. The best sizes of 
navels brought $4, the 96-size bringing 
$3.40, and the bloods-sold at from $3.30 
to $4.10. At this time this was the best 
sale of-this season in New York. 

“On April 19 Westfall Bros. & Co. sold 
through the same auction a car of na- 
vels packed by Feron & Armitage for 
the Cucamonga Association for over 
$1250 gross. This car contained 120 
boxes fancy navels, 180 boxes choice 
navels, fifteen boxes fancy bloods, twen 
ty-one boxes choice bloods. 

“Tt is said by the trade in New York 
that this car sold for the highest aver- 
age price of any car of California 
oranges ever sold at auction in New 
York. The best sizes of the fancy na- 
vels sold as high as $4.20. 

“On April 21 a second car of Cuca- 
monga Association navels was sold by 
the same firm; the fancy navels aver- 
aged $4.20 and the choice navels aver- 
aged $3.10; best sizes of fancy brought 
$4.65. This last sale is remarkable, con- 
sidering that the fruit showed about 10 
per cent. decay when offered for sale. 
Good for Cucamonga.” 

The Fruitman’s Guide of April 17 has 
the following comment on some of these 
sales:

‘CALIFORNIA SILK. For twenty. 
years past the subject of silk culture 
in California has cropped out from 
time to time, and has been extensively 
discussed in the press of the State. 
Many adverse opinions on the subject 
have been expressed. Some hold that 
there is a great outlook for the silk 
industry in California, others that, on 
account of the great diff*rence between 
the cost of labor here and in oriental 
countries, where silk is produced, it 
would be impossible to establish the 
industry on a commercial ccale. There 
are yet. others—and they are probably 
nearer the truth—who maintain ‘hat, 
while silk culture may not be prac- 
ticable as a large commercial enter- 
prise in California, yet there is a good 
opening for the raising of silk worms, 
and the reeling of silk on a small 
scale, by women, who might thus ob- 
tain a little income or pocket money, 
while the aggregate income of the State 
from this source would be quite large. 

‘One of the. most enthusiastic advo- 
cates of silk culture in California is 
Mrs. Carrie Williams of San Diego. 
In a contribution to the California Cul- 
tivator of April, Mrs. Williams main- 
tains strongly that silk culture will 
pay, and if entered into understand- 
ingly, will more largely enrich South- 
ern California than any single indus- 
try now carried on in this section. 
She gives the following figures in re- 
gard to what may be done with an 
acre of good mulberry trees: 

“One acre of such trees, two or 
three years old, will yield about 9000 
to 10,000 pounds of leaves. This amount 
of leaves will feed five to six ounces 
of eggs, or rather worms, from. the 
egg to the cocooning, and will require 
twenty-four to thirty-two days’ time. 
They will’ spin the cocoon in three 
to five days. Within nine days’ they 
should be stifléd and dried for market, 
except those reserved for'breeding. 

“This number of worms will spin 
1000 to 1200 pounds of green cocoons 
(before being stifled,) which in Europe 


and Australia sell for 25 to 35 cents 


per pound. When perfectly dried they 
will weigh 300 to 400 pounds. The mar- 
ket value of cocoons in this condition 
is $1 to $1.40 per pound. If this crop 
be converted into reeled, or commer- 
cial silk, it will make 50 to 100 pounds 
which sells from $2 to $5 per pound. 
Last year China silk, which is the 
poorest trash made, sold for $2.50 per 
pound; while Kansas silk brought $4.50. 
No doubt California, silk would bring 
$5 or more,-because we have a better 
climate, and hence better breeds of 
worms and hetter food for them.” 

Supposing this silk to be manufac- 
tured into goods, the industry expands 
greatly in value. Mrs. Willlams quotes 
a silk manufacturer as stating that one 
pound of reeled silk will make from five 
to fifty yards of silk goods. This 
would employ an army of workers. 
There is another important branch of 
in this industry, namely, the production 
of silk-worm eggs for the market. In 
regard to this Mrs. Williams states that 
at present the price of silk worm eges 
is $4 to $5 per ounce and 250 to 300 mil- 
lers will in two days lay 40,000 eggs (i.e., 
one ounce.) No country in the world 
ean produce finer or more healthy eggs 
than Southern California. In regard 
to the value of such an industry to the 
county at large, Mrs. Williams says: 

“If the $8,500,000 duty, lost annually 
to the government and gained by the 
silk manufacturers through their rep- 
resenting reeled silk as raw silk, were 
added to the national income it would 
lagely help to lift the national debt. 
‘And if the $35,.000.000 to $40,000,000 an- 
mnually sent out fof raw, (reeled) silk 
and cocoons, wept distributed ameng 
the agriculturis{4& of Southern Califor- 
fornia for the ptrchase of cocoons, then 
indéed would she arise in the pride of 
her streneth and crown her fairest god- 
dess with a diadem of gold and pearls 
of white and yellow cocoons.” 

Last year the Legislature of Utah of- 
fered a bounty of 20 cents on ‘every 
pound of cocoons raised there, and that 
fact has awakened a very beneficial in- 
terest in silk culture. Kansas, too, is 
deeply Interested in silk production: yet 
neither of these States can boast of 
our special advantages, for while they 
ean have but a few weeks of a silk 
gpeason, we can have eight months in 
which one may bring outa hatch of 
worms every day. if only they are pre- 
pared with food and house room to care 
for them. | 


In spite of the adverse opinions that. 


have been expressed on the subject, it 
can scarcely he claimed that the ques- 


tion of whether California can raise. 


silk has been definitely decided in the 
negative.

NEW YORK MARKETS. 


Shares and Money.

NEW YORK, April 28.—The market for 
stocks was lacking in animation today and 
sank at times into a condition of unusual 
dullness, although evidences of firmness and 
strength were not lacking, and the small net 
decline was rather to. the sympathetic effect 
of the manipulation of the bears in the spe- 
cial stocks than to anything in the general 
situation. The dullness was in a small part 
due to the inauguration of the gold-export 
movement today, first generally admitted to 
be due to normal causes. Interest in the gold 
movement was confined in very large part to 
those having to do with the market for ex- 
change, as it is now generally understood that 
the gold movement has been held back for 
several days at least by agreement of the ex- 
change houses, which agreement it was found 
impossible to maintain when the engagement 
of probably $1,000,000 for shipment to London 
on an order from that center was made. 
There was little apprehension aroused in Wall 
street by the news that $1,500,000 in gold coin 
had been. withdrawn from the subtreasury for 
export to Europe. For one thing, it is felt 
that the present period of excessive imports 
of merchandise, which is now throwing the 
exchange situation against us, will necessarily 
be limited by the eractment into the law of 
the new customs tariff. The return of the 
gold that may go out now is therefore confi- 
dently expected with the normal merchandise 
export movement later. Furthermore it is 
believed that besides the large treasury gold 
reserve, a portion of the large gold reserve 
of New York banks would be forthcoming for 
export purposes rather than that they should 
have their stock of legal tenders depleted. The 
extent of the demand here, growing out of 
the demand of Japan and Austria on London, 
is somewhat problematical, but no apprehen- 
sion is manifest in Wall street that the gold 
exports will be sufficient to deplete the treas- 
ury reserve to a point that would give ground 
for apprehension regarding the treasury. The

ABOUT MINES.

He is Going to Extract Gold from 
Sea Water—Morman Elders Go a 
Fishing—A Silwer Wedding—Gos- 
sip About Spooks’ Roost—Notes. 


SAN DIEGO, Apri 28.—[Regular 
Correspondence.P An Englishman 
named Giles Otis Pearce, a member of 
an English mining and mechanical in- 
stitute, arrived last night from Colo- 
rado, via the Picacho and other mining 
districts in this country. He tells a 
boom story of his observations. He is 
reported as saying of the recently- 
discovered gold mines along the Colo- 
rado River between Yuma and _ the 
Needles: 

“There are,vast rich gold mines up 
there, and the ores are of two distinct 
types—many long, out-cropping white 
quartz ledges of free gold ores, and vast

He will construct a 150-stamp mill 
at Picacho to run on the old Jaynes 
mines.”

He is also interested in a company de- 
Sirous of extracting gold: from sea- 
water, and says: 

“Every cubic mile of sea waters to 
the west of San Diego .contains at 
least $65,000,000, and plaris are to be 
established and operated this year for 
its partial collection.”

C. W. Filkins and a young man, who 
gave his name as Billy Egleton, were 
arrested by Officer Long shortly ofter 
8 o’clock last night and charged with 
petty larceny.

‘yesterday afternoon. Just what con- 
nection Egleton has with the charge. 
_is not plain, but it is evident that he 
ds considered an accomplice of Filkins. 

It appears from the complaint, that 
Filkins is a dealer in lodging-houses, 
although his general reputation of late 
has been man about town. Mrs. Broad, 
the complainant, is a widow, and at 
present § is the proprietress of the 
' Reed House, at No. 116 East First 
‘ptreet. On March 24, last, she was the 
proprietress of a lodging-house at No. 
312 East Second street, while “ilkins 
‘ran the Reed. Mrs. Broad was dissat- 
‘isfied with her location at that time, 
and Filkins was in need of money, so 
,a.trade was consummated on March 
«24, by the terms of which Filkins re- 
ceived the lodging-house at No. 312 
East First street, with $650 in cash, 
| while Mrs. Broad became the proprie- 
tress of the Reed House, supposedly 
.free from all incumbrances. 

Had Filkins been satisfied with these 
“arrangements, the warrant for his ar- 
‘rest would not have been issued yes- 
'terday. But, according to the story 
-of Mrs. Broad, as told to the District 
Attorney, he was not. When she took 

ssession, the following day, Filkins 

d succeeded in collecting a consid- 

' erable amount of advance rent, which 
she pocketed. Mrs. Broad considered 
sthis extremely uncourteous the 
/time, but it was not until several days 
(later that her ire was aroused. This 
)Was caused by the presentation of a 
voluminous laundry bill for work done 

in the past. Mrs. Broad insisted that 

she didn’t wear shirts or collars or 

cuffs, or many other items of zentle- 
men’s wearing apparel contained in the 

,bill, but she did own the twenty-two 
;bed sheets on the list. The laundry- 
‘man modestly but persistently de- 
manded payment of the entire bill, in 

ieu of w he refused to surrender

the articles of which she was in dire 
need. So she paid it, thinking, she 


t-says, that Filkins would promptly re- 


imburse her for the amount. But 
when nine days arrears in rent was 
demanded by the owner of the build- 
ing, and sundry water and gas bills, 
also in arrears, were demanded (and 
paid by. her,) she. became suspicious 
that all was not right, and an inven- 
tory of the contents. of the house 
showed a number of articles missing. 
Twenty-two sheets, twenty-two pairs 
of pillow cases, seven comforters, ten 
bedspreads, eight pairs of pillows, one 
plush rocker and an oil stove were 
strangely and unaccountably absent 
when the roll was called. And to clap the 
climax, Mrs. Broad suddenly made the 
discovery that on the night previous 
to her taking. possession, although sbe 
claims the house was at that time 
her property, Filkins had rented a 
room, a front room, for the insignifi- 
cant sum of $8 per ‘month, which 
amount he had also pocketed. Mrs. 
Broad cMims she would hot have felt 
so badly about the $8, but the fact 
that a front room had been let for 
sO small an amount scandalized her, 
and she‘was terribly humiliated by the 
fact. So humiliated, in fact, that she 
ousted the lodger, bag and baggage, 
sending him to No. 312 East Second 
street, where Filkins was compelled 
to give him a room. Mrs. Broad then 
set out to investigate the discrepancy 
in the bed clothes account, with the 
result that she claims Filkins was seen 
to remove the missing articles on the 
morning of March 25, while Mrs. Broad 
and her son were out to lunch. She 
further claims that Filkins, on Tuesday 
night, between the hours of 12, mid» 
night, and 1 a.m.,. removed many of 
the stolen articles from No. 312 East 
Second street, where he has a room, to 
some unknown quarter. A search war- 
rant, issued Tuesday, found some of 
the missing articles in his room, how- 
ever, and as a consequence a warrant 
for his arrest was issued yesterday 
afternoon. 

Filkins is no longer’ the proprietor 
of No. 312 East Second street, as he 
traded the establishment some time 
ago for a house in Pasadena, receiv- 
ing as extra compensations $850. Since 
the Reed House episode in March, 
Filkins has been in a heap of trouble. 
Last Saturday his bank account at 
the Los Angeles National Bank was 
attached for the sum of $380, by one 
Hattie Cook, who alleges the money to 
be due her for past labor as house- 
keeper for Filkins, together with dif- 
ferent small amounts’ borrowed from 
her by her employer. On Saturday 
night, Filkins was evicted from the 
Music Hall on Spring street by Con- 
stable Quinn, for taking liberties with 
a young woman who was in attendance 
at the ball, and he is accused of keep- 
ing two rooms, and of fiying high gen- 
erally in the past month. It is also 
alleged that Filkins has a wife and 
children in the East.
